Julie  Nixon  Eisenhower  said 
Tuesday  that  her  father  would 
probably  enter  a  hospital 
within  a  week  for  treatment  of 
his  phlebitis. 

She  said  the  former 
president  was  getting  better 
and  that  he  was  “just  going  to 
get  some  things  checked.” 

Mrs.  Eisenhower  termed 
“crazy”  reports  that  former 
President  Nixon’s  mind  was 
wandering  and  said:  “I  think 
he  is  doing  very  well  under  the 
circumstances.” 

“Of  course,  he’s  not  on  top 
of  the  world,”  she  said  of  her 
father.  She  said  that  while 
under  the  strain  of  the  nation’s 
highest  office  her  father  felt 
that  “you’ve -done  all  you  can 
for  your  country;”  and,  she 
added,  “It’s  a  letdown  when 
you  leave.” 

She  quoted  her  mother  as 
saying  Nixon  was  irritable  as  a 
result  of  his  illness  but  that  she 
was  handling  the  situation  very

total  affect  that  our  visit 
would  have,”  noted  Neil 
Andersen,  ASBYU  vice  pres., 
“but  after  we  saw  the  reaction 
of  the  student  leaders  in 
Hawaii,  we  were  totally 
satisfied  as  to  what  we 
presented  them.” 

Anderson  said  the  Hawaii 
campus  leaders  had  very  little 
idea  about  the  system  of 
student  government  on  the 
Provo  campus  and  for  this 
reason,  Dean  Cameron,  dean 
of  student  life,  had  encouraged 
Reid  and  his  assistant  to  make 
the  trip  to  Hawaii. 

“Although  we  went  at  the 
same  time  that  the  football 
team  did,’’  continued 
Anderson,  “we  didn’t  make 
the  trip  because  of  the  football 
team.” 

Robison  explained  the 
meetings  with  the  student 
leaders  included  an  analysis  of 
their  current  student 
government  situation  in 
comparison  with  the  Provo 
campus,  and  “projections”  for 
a  smooth  and  effective 

appointed-type  of  student 
government  to  an  election 
system. 

“As  for  the  benefit  of  the 
trip,”  said  Anderson,  “it  seems 
difficult  to  determine  from  the 


Hawaii  campus  standpoint, 
just  how  beneficial  our  visit 
was.  We  feel,  however,  we 
were  able  to  accomplish  the 
things  we  wanted  to  during  the 
trip.” 

‘‘There  has  been 
considerable  amount  of 
controversy  about  this  trip  and 
Robison’s  wife,”  continued 
Anderson,  “and  we  want  to  be 
open  this  year  about  the  things 
we  are  doing  and  make 
students  feel  they,  are  getting 
the  full  story.” 

The  decision  by  the 
Executive  Council  to  pay  for. 
Diane’s  trip  as  a  chaperone  for 
the  cheerleaders  was  in 
complete  harmony  wit'h 
university  policies,  according 
to  Lyle  Curtis,  assistant  dean 
of  student  life. 

“It  is  the  policy  of  /the 
university  to  have  a  chaperone 
accompany  any  mixed  group 
of  University  representatives 
when  they  travel,”  continued 
Curtis,  “and  under  sjpecial 
circumstances,  we  have 
allowed  married  students  to 
act  in  the  capacity  of 
chaperons.” 

‘, The  council  was  acting  on 
the  recommendation,  of  the 
university  when  they  -approved 
Diane  as  a  chaperon,”  said 
Anderson,  “in  fact,  Reid  had 


planned  to  take  Diane  anyway, 
and  pay  for  her  way  out  of  his 
own  pocket.  However,  the 
cou.ncil  decided  to  pay  for 
Di;ane  because  it  is  the 
procedure  of  the  University  to 
pay  for  the  chaperone,”  said 
Anderson. 

Anderson  explained  that  the 
council  has  first  entertained 
t  he  idea  to  pay  for  half  of 
Diane’s  way,  but  the  members 
;  of  the  Council  agreed  that  if 
she  was  to  be  treated  as  a 
chaperone,  the  Council 
would  approve  funds  for  all 
her  expenses. 

In  a  separate  investigation 
by  the  ASBYU  Attorney 
General’s  Office,  it  was 
concluded  that  the  trip  to 
Hawaii  was  “necessary”  and 
“there  was  no  wrong  doing  on 
the  part  of  Reid  Robison  or  on 
the  part  of  the  Council.  They 
were  simply  putting  into 
action  recommendations  given 
to  them  by  University 
officials.” 

“Right  now,  what  we’d  like 
to  do,  is  to  go  on  from  here,” 
continued  Robison. 

Anderson  mentioned  that 
sutdents  interested  in 
discussing  the  matter  further 
may  do  so  at  the  “Speak  Out” 
today  at  12  noon  in  the 
Memorial  Lounge. 


President  Kimball  also  told 
the  officers  a  little  about  his 
youth  and  emphasized  that 
there  is  nothing  wrong  With 
having  a  lot  of  fun. 

“We  had  a  lot  of  fun,”  he 
said.  “Nobody  had  more  fun 
than  we  did.  We  don’t  mean  to 
tell  young  people  to  cut  out 
fun.  They  need  to  know  they 
can  still  have  lots  of  fun.” 

The  venerable  church 
president  also  explained  how 
he  enjoyed  participating  in 
sports  while  in  his  youth. 

Prior  to  the  devotional, 
President  Kimball  and  his  wife 
met  with  members  of  the  BYU: 
family  serving  as  mission 
representatives,  regional 

presidencies  of  the  10  BYU 
stakes  in  a  reception  in  the 
Marriott  Center  Cougar  Room. 

In  speaking  to  the  student 
body  officers  after  the 
devotional.  President  Kimball 
said,  ‘‘Something  you  should 
keep  in  mind,  is  that  you  never 
receive  lessons  without  a 
responsibility  attached,”  and 
explained  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  responsibility  for  students 
who  have  been  elected  to  their 
positions. 

“Responsibility  and 
opportunity  are  twined 
together,”  said  President 
Kimball.  “You  never  get  an 
opportunity  without 
responsibility  and  you  will

never  get  responsibility 
without  an  accompanying 
opportunity.” 

The  President  then  called  for 
questions  from  the  officers, 
and  explained  he  had  been  the 
student  body  president  of  his 
high  school  and  class  president 
for  four  years. 

He  said  he  had  always 
wanted  to  be  a  teacher,  but 
said  he  never  had  the 
opportunity  to  teach 
professionally  in  a  school. 

In  answer  to  a  question 
directed  to  him  by  ASBYU 


Vice  Pres.  Neil  Andersen  on 
the  role  of  women,  President 
Kimball  used  his  wife,  Sister 
Camilla  Kimball,  as  an 
example,  as  she  had  always 
given  first  place  to  her  duties 
in  the  home  but  “she  had 
always  been  a  student.”  He 
added  that  “even  now  she  is 
taking  a  class.” 

“The  basic  role  of  women  is 
as  a  homemaker  and  a 
mother,”  he  said.  “All  other 
things  are  second  place.”  He 
said  he  felt  those  women  who 
avoid  being  a  wife  and  mother 


“will  some  day  be  very  sad.” 

“For  men,  marriage,  mission 
and  scholarship  are  all  very 
important,’’  continued 
President  Kimball,  but  they 
will  “take  place  in  tandem  if 
they  will  organize  their  lives.” 

A  young  lady  should  be 
filling  her  mind  with 
knowledge  and  having 
experiences  while  waiting  to 
marry  he  said. 

Following  the  reception 
with  the  student  body  officers, 
Pres.  Oaks  hosted  a  luncheon 
in  the  ELWC  President’s  room 
for  President  Kimball.

honor  stressed 


President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  warned 
students  Tuesday  of  the  seriousness  of  violating 
the  dress  and  honor  codes  of  BYU  by  which 
each  student  has  agreed  to  live. 

Speaking  to  a  record  audience  of  24,265  in 
the  Marriott  Center,  President  Kimball 
explained  the  importance  of  keeping  the 
commitments  made  on  the  Bishop 
Commitment  forms  (which  each  student  signed 
before  admittance  to  the  university)  and 
keeping  other  covenants. 

He  went  on  to  give  a  plan  for  obtaining 
perfection  which  he  said  is  as  simple  as 
“removing* -all  -the':  obstacles  and  the' 
obstructions  which  defame  or  pollute.” 

President  Kimball  was  honored  at  the 
assembly  with  the  presentation  of  the 
Exemplary  Manhood  Award. 

In  making  the  award  presentation,  ASBYU 
President  Reid  Robison  said,  “President 


Kimball,  we  honor  you  today  for  being  one  of 
those  who  truly  realize  the  precious  gift  of 
time  and  usiejd  it  as  a  tool  in  not  only  greatness 
and  self  perfection  but  for  the  benefit  of 
mankind.” 

Commitments  signed 

President  Kimball  stressed  the  seriousness  of 
violating  <ciaths  and  covenants.  He  said  all 
students  w/ho  plan  to  attend  BYU  are  told  the 
rules  and  regulations  and  sign  commitment 
sheets  “w  ith  a  firm  promise  to  obey  these  rules 
and  regulations.” 

If  students  object  to  the  standards  set  up  by 
BYU,  President  Kimball  said  they  should  look 
elsewhere,  for  a  school  to  attend.  “He  is  most 
untrue  to  himself  and  to  the  institution  to  sign 
and  th-eui  default.”;-- .  -  - 

“It  is- -not  a  matter  of  whether  or  not  one  is 
totally  converted  to  the  rules;  he  or  she  has 
accepted  the  standard  whatever  they  be.” 

Covenant  breakers  cursed 
Njoting  the  free  agency  given  to  people  by 


the  Lord,  President  Kimball  said  the  scriptures 
say  persons  who  break  convenants  are  cursed. 

President  Kimball  said  he  believes  college 
students  are  old  enough  to  choose  the 
difference  between  right  and  wrong.  He  applied 
this  to  dress  and  grooming  standards  and  said  a 
mar  is  left  on  the  character  of  the  person  who 
.  disobeys  the  standards  he  agrees  to  live. 

“But  surely  there  is  some  question  of  how 
far  will  men  and  women  go  to  pay  their 
business  to  the  god  6f  style?”  Emphasizing  the 
importance  of  good  grooming,  he  said  the  way 
a  person  appears  “paints  an  immediate  picture 
and  classifies  a  person.  ”He  noted;  a  statement 
which  said  young  children  associated  authority 
with  short  hair  and  “letting  go”  with  long  hair. 

President.  Kimball  denounced  the  idea  of 
persons  desiring  to  change  their  sex  arid  said  - 
“such  people  will  regret  having  made  overtures 
toward  changing  of  their  sex.” 

Vigilance  urged 

“The  fact  that  most  of  us  are  far  from 
perfection  is  not  that  we  can’t,  but  that  we 


don’t,”  he  said.  He  said  perfection  is  a  long 
process  “not  obtainable  overnight.  Eternal 
vigilance  is  the  price  of  victory;  eternal 
vigilance  is  required  in  the  subduing  of  enemies 
and  in  becoming  the  master  of  one’s  self.” 

Perfection  is  not  gained  in  little,' 
disconnected  attempts  but  “constant  and 
valiant  purposeful  living,  righteous  living,”  said 
the  prophet. 

Encouraging  a  high  opinion  of  the  self, 
President  Kimball  said  every  normal  individual 
has  the  ability  to  rise  above  his  environment. 
“Man  has*  within  himself  the  seeds  of  godhood 
which  can  germinate  and  grow  and  develop.” 

President  Kimball  said  perfection  begins 
early  in  life  and  students  should  endeavor  to 
keep  tile  rnind  clean  and  free  from  filth. 
“Substitute  the  good  for  the  evil  in  every 

In  conclusion,  he  emphasized  the  necessity 
to  gain  perfection  a  little  at  a  time  in  such 
things  as  paying  tithing,  avoiding  swearing  and 
other  commandments. 


Ford  amnesty  plan 
gains  few  recruits

President  Ford’s  limited 
amnesty  plan  has  created  a 
storm  of  controversy  but 
apparently  has  drawn  few 
inquiries  from  draft  evaders 
or  deserters  and  no  early 
confirmed  reports  of  any 
takers. 

The  Justice  Department 
said  1 0  persons  identifying 
themselves  as  evaders  or 
deserters  called  seeking 
information  during  the  first 
12  hours  after  amnesty  was 
announced. 

Spokeswoman  Gloria  C. 
BroWn  said  some  of  the  calls 
came  from  persons  in  Canada 
who  said  they  had  no  money 
for  transportation  to  a  U.S. 
attorney’s  office. 

She  added  five  department 
employes  will  handle  amnesty 
inquiries. 


Initial  reaction  to  the 
proposal  was  pred  ictable.  WA 
-resisters  said  it  d  idn’t  go  far 
enough  and  veterans  groups 
said  it  went  to  far. 

Deserters  and  draft  dodgers 
in  exile  in  Cana  da  say  few  of 
their  number  will  accept 
President  Foi/d’s  terms  of 
clemency  and  return  to  the 
United  States.  Organized 
groups  are  urging  a  boycott. 

The  White  House  said  the 
work  period  would  vary 
case-by-case  up  to  a 
maximum  /.of  24  months, 
depending  o  n  military  records 
and  “other  mitigating 
factors.”  -

Bill  J.  Anderson,  who  lost 
by  58  votes  to  Lee  Farnsworth 
in  his  bid  for  the  Utah 
Legislature,  is  contesting  an 
irregularity  in  the  balloting  of 
the  Edgemont  voting  district. 

Anderson  explained  that  the 
ballots  in  the  Edgemont 
district  did  not  contain  the 
District  37  Republican  race. 

discovered  after  43  persons 
had  already  voted,  according 
to  William  F.  Huish,  Utah 
county  clerk.  At  that  time,  he 
said,  the  names  were  added  to 
the  ballots  that  remained. 

Anderson  said  he  will 
petition  the  court  for  a 
re-balloting  of  the  district,  and 
will  ask  that  everyone  in  the 
district  be  allowed  to  .vote 
again. 

Since  only  43  ballots  did  not 
contain  the  District  37  race 
and  Anderson  lost  by  58  votes, 
Huish  said  he  doubted  whether 
the  election  results  would  have 
been  changed  by  the  mistake. 

Anderson  pointed  out  that 
voters  may  have  stayed  home 
when  they  heard  they  would 
not  be  able  to  vote  in  the 
District  37  race. 

According  to  the  official 
tally  quoted  by  Huish, 
Farnsworth  beat  Anderson 
733-675,  and  in  the  Edgemont 
district  14-6.

Owens  hits  monopolies 


Stricter  enforcement  of 
anti-trust  laws  is  vital  to 
controlling  inflation,  Rep. 
Wayne  Owens,  D-Utah,  told 
BYU  students  Tuesday. 

The  average  BYU  student 
family  with  one  child,  he  said, 
now  pays  $1,140  a  year  in 
higher  prices  resulting  from 
monopolistic  practices. 

Speaking  in  the  East 
Ballroom  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  he  said  big  businesses 
have  the  ability  to  set  prices 


and  cause  shortages  and  they 
have  done  so. 

He  saw  the  power  of  large 
companies  as  a  threat  to  the 
free  enterprise  system  and 
recalled  the  monopolies  of  the 
early  20th  century. 

Pointing  out  that  20  of 
major  oil  companies  control 
90  per  cent  of  the  country’s^: 
crude  oil,  he  noted  that 
although  the  oil  companies 
have  recently  cut  back  oil 
production  to  avoid  glutting 
the  market,  fuel  prices  have 
not  decreased  at  all.

Newspaper  course  aimed 


for  America's  bicentennial 


The  National  Endowment  for  Humanities 
(NEH)  is  offering  a  special  informative 
series,  “Courses  by  Newspaper,”  to 
acquaint  the  public  with  its  national 
heritage  in  conjunction  with  the  United 
States  bicentennial  celebration  to  be  held 
next  year. 

Truman  G.  Madsen,  doctor  of  philosophy 
and  professor  at  BYU,  has  been  appointed 
to  the  26-member  council  to  increase 
Utah’s  interest  and  efforts  in  these  areas. 

“State-based  programs  are  being  put  into 
effect  to  promote  these  courses  by 
newspapers  to  educate  the  adults  about  the 
issues  that  made  American  what  it  is. 
Through  discussion,  sharing  of  ideas  and 
examining  what  the  objectives  are,  we  hope 
to  increase  interest  in  the  bicentennial 
celebration,”  said  Dr.  Madsen. 


State  committees  have  been  selected  to 
orient  the  individual  states  and  university 
newspapers  of  the  courses  to  educate  their 
readers.  BYU  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  and  four 
other  members  have  been  chosen  to 
promote  this  program  in  Utah. 

Beginning  Oct.  1,  the  Deseret  News  will 
publish  the  first  of  18  articles  in  a  series 
entitled,  “In  Search  of  the  American 
Dream.” 

“There  are  several  other  programs 
initiated  by  the  NEH  which  appropriate 
fundings  for  other  fields  in  the 
humanities,”  Dr.  Madsen  added. 

In  addition  to  the  newspaper  courses,  the 
NEH  has  granted  fundings  in  film  and 
television  productions.  A  13-week  series 
entitled  “The  Adams  Chronicles,”  depicts 
the  roles  of  the  progenitors  and 
descendants  of  President  John  Adams  from 
the  pre-Revolutionary  War  period  to  the 
1920’s.

Robert  A.  Wilkinson, 
71 -year  old  brother  of  former 
BYU  President  Ernest  L.

Aussies  get  lost  shot  at  cup 


NEWPORT,  R.I.  (AP)  -  The  challenge  for 
the  America’s  Cup  reached  a  climax  Tuesday. 
If  the  Australians  don’t  gain  their  first  victory 
in  the  1974  best-of-seven  series,  it  will  be  all 
over  and  the  United  States  will  have  made 
another  successful  defense  in  four  straight  ■ 

But  win  or  lose,  Alan  Bond,  owner  of  the 
Aussie’s  1 2-meter  Southern  Cross,  vows  he  will 
be  back  again. 

Southern  Cross  lost  its  third  race  to 
Courageous,  the  U.S.  yacht,  on  Monday. 

“If  we  lose  tomorrow,”  Bond  said  at  the 
post-race  news  conference,  “I  assure  you  it  will 
not  be  the  last  time  you  see  us.” 

Bend  said  he  would  like  to  be  given  access 
“to  the  same  sails  and  other  materials”  which 
the  American  boat  is  using. 


The  rules  say  both  challenger  and  defender 
can  use  similar  materials  but  the  sails 
themselves  must  be  made  in  their  own  country. 

Courageous  is  using  many  sails  from  the  lifts 
of  Ted  Hood,  her  skipper,  and  most  yachting 
observers  say  they  are  cut  better  and  give  the 
boat  the  little  advantage  which  enables  her  to 
gain  time  on  each  of  the  six  legs  of  the 
24.3-mile  course  on  Rhode  Island  Sound. 

Australia’s  loss  in  the  third  race  was  the 
worst  of  the  series.  The  golden-hulled 
challenger  was  5:27  behind  when  she  crossed 
the  line  after  the  shiny  white  American  yacht.

Moments  later,  informed  (Sources  in  Zaire 
confirmed  Schwartz’  announcement  that  the

The  sources  said  the  officials  were  given  a 
doctor’s  report  that  Foreman  could  not  box 
again  without  risking  injury  to-  his  eye  for  a 
period  of  three  to  four  weeks. 

In  New  York,  Schwartz  said  the  Zaire 
government  would  pick  the  exact  date  of  the 
fight  within  a  day  or  two,  and  that  it  would  be 
shown  in  the  United  States  on  closed  circuit 
television  on  either  Oct.  22  or  Oct.  29,  both  of 
which  are  Tuesdays;  Time  differences  account 
for  the  different  dates.

The  issues  will  be  resolved  quickly  as  gang  attacks  gang  and 
tribe  overpowers  tribe. 


Now,  hold  on  a  minute!  Are  these  the  goals  the 
stone-throwing  anti-busing  Bostonians  have  in  mind?  like  it  or 
not,  these  are  the  things  they  are  advocating  when  they  gather 
with  rocks  in  hand  to  show  their  disgust  for  a  certain  law.  With 
every  rock  these  demonstrators  launch  they  are  unknowingly 
changing  the  issue  from  busing  to  violence.  And  violence  can  be 
a  vicious  fireball  once  it  gets  burning  hot  enough. 


This  phenomenon  has  been  witnessed  before.  For  example,  in 
Northern  Ireland  opposing  groups  worry  more  about  keeping 
the  death  score  even  than  they  do  about  the  original  issues 
which  started  the  contention. 


It’s  easy  to  imagine  the  father  or  the  older  brother  of  a  young 
boy  who  comes  home  with  his  faced  smashed  in  and  cut  by 
rock-throwing  demonstrators  saying,  “Busing  or  no  busing, 
somebody  is  going  to  pay.” 


Trying  to  push  goals  through  normal  legislative  and  legal 
channels  can  be  tedious  and  long,  but  trying  to  achieve  those 


goals  by  violence  can  be  longer  and  even  more  disheartening.  It 
only  takes  a  few  rocks  to  start  something  too  big  to  stop  in  one 
day. 


Sunday  for  others 


It  seems  unfair  that  many  of  the  BYU  students  who  are 
fortunate  enough  to  attend  their  sacrament  meetings  and 
Sunday  evening  devotionals  are  also  the  ones  who  make  it 
impossible  for  others  to  do  the  same. 


Because  of  job  scarcities,  hundreds,  if  not  thousands  of  BYU 
students,  in  earning  their  money  for  school,  are  forced  to  take 
jobs  off-campus.  And  unfortunately,  off-campus  jobs  often 
entail  Sunday  work. 


In  a  simple'  economics  lesson  one  realizes  that  a  business 
remains  open  on  Sunday  only  because  its  profits  exceed  the 
day’s  expenses.  Why  then,  in  a  predominantly  Mormon 
community,  are  the  restaurants  and  businesses  able  to  stay  open 
on  Sunday? 


The  reason  is  simple— because  members  of  the  church  are 
shopping,  eating  out  and  seeking  recreation  on  Sunday. 


One  popular  Provo  restaurant,  whose  work  crew  is  two-thirds 
BYU  students,  knows  exactly  when  to  plan  for  their  crowds. 
According  to  one  crew  members,  the  crowds  come  following 
Sunday  Schools,  Sacrament  meetings,  and  most  heavily 
following  firesides.  From  nine  to  eleven  in  the  morning  and 
from  two-thirty  to  four  in  the  afternoons  the  restaurant  receives 
a  small  number  of  customers.  (Likewise  most  of  us  are  in 
church  at  those  times.)  It  is  feasible  then,  to  believe  that  the 
restaurant  would  have  to  close  on  Sundays  if  it  were  not  for  the 
church  crowds. 


Goals  via  violence? 


Anarchy  and  its  friend,  violence,  strike  again. 

Anti-busing  demonstrators  in  Boston  have  begun  a 
name-calling,  stone-throwing  campaign  to  make  sure  their  point 
of  view  gets  a  public  voice. 


By  taking  this  brave  action,  with  many  willing  to  go  to  jail  for 
the  cause,  they  hope  to  inspire  other  interest  groups-whatever 
their  goals  may  be-to  rally  behind  the  flag  of  hate  and  to  hold 
the  banner  of  violence  high. 


It  is  envisioned  that  soon  the  endless  number  of  different 
interest  groups  in  the  U.S.  will  band  behind  their  respective 
leaders  in  an  all-out  effort  to  bring  the  pressing  social  issues  of 
today  out  into  the  street,  the  only  place  where  real  progress  can 
hope  to  be  made.

Relief  not  U.  S.  burden  alone 


In  november,  world  leaders  will  convene  to 
talk  of  food  and  famine  and  what’s  to  be  done. 
Industrial  nations  that  before  willingly  leaned 
on  United  States’  benevolence  are  expected  to 
pledge  aid  to  the  global  poverty  problem.  They 
have  to— the  U.S.  can  no  longer  afford  to  feed 
the  world. 

Since  1954,  the  U.S.  has  been  relatively 
alone  in  its  almost  parental  efforts  to  help 
underdeveloped  nations  support  their  poor. 
Even  in  times  of  shortage  and  natural  disaster 
in  our  own  land,  we  continued  to  pour  relief 
monies,  totalling  $25  billion  to  date,  into  their 
out  stretched  hands. 

The  longer  we  maintained  our 
unwittingly-assumed  role  as  food  relief  agent 
for  the  world,  the  more  comfortable  other 
nations  became  in  their  own  passivity.  They 
evidenced  less  and  less  concern  about 


commercial  reserves  or  preparedness  in  times  of 
disaster  because  the  U.S.,  the  world’s 
wealthiest  nation,  was  always  good  for  a 
handout. 


The  merits  of  BYU’s  long-standing  policy  of 
remaining  independent  of  the  federal 
government  certainly  outweigh  the 
disadvantages. 

Some  contend  the  policy  of  rejecting  federal 
grants  and  money  handicaps  the  university’s 
research  efforts,  which  in  turn  damages  the 
school’s  academic  reputation.  However,  the 
alternative  of  being  subservient  to  the  whims  of 
non-elected  HEW  officials  is  not  worth  any 
amount  of  money  or  status  among  the 
intelligentsia.  / 

If  BYU  were  to  accept  federal  grants  and 
programs  there  would  be  some  radical  changes 
in  all  phases  of  the  BYU  community.  It  would 
mean  decisions  regarding  many  important  BYU 
policies  would  not  be  made  by  church  leaders 
or  administrators  any  longer,  but  by  federal 
officials.  BYU  would  suddenly  be  classified 
with  hundreds  of  other  institutions  of  higher 
learning  and  its  uniqueness  and  special 
atmosphere  would  not  be  taken  into  account. 

Thousands  of  HEW  rules  and  guidelines 
would  become  applicable  to  BYU.  Dress  codes 
would  be  impossible.  Religious  training  would 
have  to  be  de-emphasized.  New  faculty  and 
student  recruiting  policies  would  be  instituted 
according  to  HEW  guidelines.  More  minority 
and  women  teachers— regardless  of 
qualifications— would  have  to  be  hired. 

Girl’s  sports  programs  and  athletic 
scholarships  would  have  to  be  as  equally  well 
funded  as  the  boy’s— whether  the  girls  wanted 
it  that  way  or  not.  All  physical  education 
classes  would  have  to  be  co-educational. 

The  list  goes  on  and  on.  Much 
decision-making  power  would  be  taken  from 
university  officials  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

BYU’s  present  policy  of  steering  clear  of 
federal  involvement  is  what  keeps  this 
university  unique  and  able  to  follow  the 
instructions  of  divinely  inspired  leaders.
